1785), 
published by M. Fortia de Piles in the first volume of his Voyage de deux Fran- 
¢ais au Nord de lEurope, a fourth volume was being printed in Upsala in 1702 
when the printing-house was destroyed in the fire which reduced a great part of 
the city to ashes. Only a few copies of this incomplete fourth volume have sur- 
vived. At the same time all the unsold copies of the third volume perished— 
Brunet, IV, 1446-1448. The atlas to the copy of the above work offered for sale 
by Sandbergs Bokhandel, Stockholm, in their catalogue of Scandinavica, 1954, 
no. 104, had a printed title page which was said to exist in no other known copy.
